AN MP has put forward a 
petition in Parliament to 
save a popular village pub. 

Campaigners are working 
to protect the Seven Stars 
pub in Sedgley after Mor¬ 
risons announced its inter¬ 
est in buying the pub from 
Marston’s to create a super- 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin has worked with 
campaigners to save the 
pub by getting it listed as 
an Asset of Community In¬ 
terest, and has pushed for 
extra protections for other 
community pubs being eyed 
up by retailers. 

The MP praised the 
hard work of campaigners 
in gathering around 2,500 
signatures for the petition 
and said that it showed that 
local residents were clearly 
opposed to the development. 

Heart 

Mr Austin said: “Pubs 
like the Seven Stars are at 
the heart of the local com¬ 
munity in Dudley, and I’m 
on the side of local residents 
that don’t want it turned 
into a supermarket. 

“I want the Government 
to listen to local campaign¬ 
ers because this is a perfect 
example of why the law 
should offer community 
pubs more protection.” 

Ministers must now re¬ 
spond to the request in 
writing. 

Train death

A MAN who was killed hav¬ 
ing been struck by a train 
in the Black Country was 
a 48-year-old from Wolver¬ 
hampton, it has been con¬ 
firmed. 

The man was hit near 
Dudley Port station at 
12.05pm last Wednesday, 
March 11. 

British Transport Police 
spokesman Dominic Sut¬ 
ton said the man’s next 
of kin had been informed. 
He added officers were not 
treating his death as suspi¬ 
cious and were preparing a 
report for the coroner. 


COLLEGE WINS 
CROSSING FIGHT 


A PEDESTRIAN crossing to improve 
the safety of students at Dudley Col¬ 
lege has finally been given the go- 
ahead by a planning inspector. 

For more than two years staff and students 
at Dudley College have campaigned for the new 
crossing on The Broadway, saying lives were 
being put in danger by traffic on the busy road. 


The most recent accident 
was shortly before Christ¬ 
mas when a student was in¬ 
jured when hit by a car. 

Dudley Council had re¬ 
jected the college’s appli¬ 
cation following objections 
from residents who were 
worried there would be 
noise from students and 
were concerned that traf¬ 
fic queuing at the crossing 
would cause air quality 
problems. 

But planning inspector 
Ian Radcliffe decided noise 
from the crossing would be 
minimal, as would the effect 
on air quality and did not 
outweigh the safety benefits 
from having the crossing. 

Negligible 

In a report following his 
visit to the town centre site 
on February 19, he said: 
“The noise and disturbance 
for nearby occupiers gener¬ 
ated by the crossing would 
be minimal and the effect 
on air quality overall would 
be negligible. 

“Having regard to all 
other matters raised, I 
therefore conclude that the 
highway safety benefits of 
the proposed development 
heavily outweigh its adverse 
effects.” 

College principal Low¬ 
ell Williams said: “We are 
pleased that the planning 
issue for the puffin crossing 
has finally been resolved by 
the Planning Inspectorate. 

“Although this has taken 
over two years to reach a

successful conclusion, the 
appeal has delivered the 
right outcome. Common 
sense has prevailed. 

“The addition of a con¬ 
trolled crossing has always 
been a requirement in the 
development of the Dudley 
Learning Quarter, as the 
safety of the college users 
and the wider public is our 
foremost concern.” 

He added he was ‘excep¬ 
tionally disappointed’ the 
plans had been refused in 
the first place, especially 
as the council’s planning 
officers had backed the 
scheme. Tens of thousands 
of pounds had been spent 
on the appeal, which could 
have been better spent 
on providing facilities for 
young people, he said. 

Steve Johnson, executive 
director of estates, said: 
“The college will now work 
positively with the council’s 
highway team on a refined 
design for the crossing. 
Work will be commissioned 
pending highway access per¬ 
missions and construction is 
expected to take place over 
the summer. The cost of 
the crossing is being met by 
the college as part of its £50 
million Dudley Learning 
Quarter development and 
regeneration of the town 
centre.” 

The crossing plan has also 
received the backing of Dud¬ 
ley North MP Ian Austin.

More shops closing than opening 


MORE shops closed down than opened 
in the town centres of the Black Coun¬ 
try last year. 

In total, there were 371 new store 
openings and 524 closures across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire as re¬ 
tailers responded to the rise of online 
shopping. 

The net loss of 153 shops was worse 
than 2013 when it was 76. 

The research from the Local Data 
Company for accountants Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers (PwC) found that 
Dudley saw 11 closures and two open¬ 
ings. But in Stourbridge town centre 
it remained steady with five closures 
cancelled out by five openings. 


Wolverhampton had a greater net 
loss with 35 closures and 14 openings. 
Walsall had 21 shops shut and 12 
opening. 

Rob Hunt, restructuring partner at 
PwC in the West Midlands, said: “This 
year’s numbers expose the harsh im¬ 
pact of ‘macro’ changes on the high 
street, especially in certain sub-sectors 
— increasing regulation for money 
shops, the advance of technology for 
some phone operators and the contin¬ 
ued shift to the internet in the clothing 
sector. Despite the benign economy, 
the net loss of shops has accelerated. 

“Despite the continuing problem of 
closures, new sub-sectors such as dis¬ 


count shops and charity shops keep 
growing. The strength of the restau¬ 
rant and fast-food sectors is also a 
boost for the high street.” 

Birmingham city centre also had a 
net loss of shops with 87 closing and 
75 gained. 

The analysis highlights the chang¬ 
ing profile of town centres across the 
West Midlands, with mobile phones 
shops the hardest hit with a net loss 
of 44. 

Charity shops with a net increase of 
11, e-cigarettes outlets, jewellers, shoe 
shops, financial advisors, coffee shops 
and discount stores were among those 
opening in 2014. 


New pitch 
perfect bid 
for nature 
'corridor' 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
will be spent to draining 
a park and football pitch 
which is currently water¬ 
logged for half the year. 

Dudley Council has ear¬ 
marked around £55,000 
for the project at the QEII 
Fields at Russells Hall Park. 

It will be at least three 
years until the pitch can 
be fully utilised with work 
to include installation of a 
drainage system and tempo¬ 
rary fencing. 

The scheme will also 
create a wetland habitat, 
a nature ‘corridor’ linking 
fields at Milking Bank with 
Barrow Hill Local Nature 
Reserve. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, is one of the coun¬ 
cillors representing the St 
James’s ward, said: “That 
this will now go ahead is 
wonderful news. It is what 
we need to make sure the 
area is utilised properly.” 

Councillor Ahmed ex¬ 
plained that local residents 
had raised the issue of the 
waterlogged fields at a com¬ 
munity forum meeting. 

He added: “It is a great 
area and there is an oppor¬ 
tunity for there to be quite 
a few pitches. It could be 
used to host Sunday league 
matches or whatever the 
community want. 

“We want the people in 
Russell’s Hall to have a fair 
deal.” 

Chain plans 
bar revamp 

A PUB chain has applied to 
extend the seating area out¬ 
side a Sedgley pub. 

JD Wetherspoon chain 
has asked Dudley Council 
for permission to extend the 
area at former cinema The 
Clifton at the Bull Ring in 
the village. 

The chain also wants to 
create a new smoking area 
and convert an unused 
area of land into extra car 
parking with access from 
Ettymore Road. The former 
bingo hall was bought by JD 
Wetherspoon in 1998.

A FAMILY has paid tribute to a pop¬ 
ular publican who battled breast 
cancer to raise thousands for good 
causes. 

Paula Newton, aged 57, was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer 14 years ago. She 
ran The Union pub and The Bridge 
Inn, both in Kingswinford, with her 
husband Alan after a career change 
five years ago. 

For more than a decade she

Mrs Newton had visited the ward, 
where her father Bill Garbett had 
also been treated for treatment, 
while receiving chemotherapy. 


But the disease returned 18 
months ago and Mrs Newton died 
on March 1. 

She was the landlady of the Union 
pub, in Water Street, and the Bridge 
Inn, in Moss Grove. 

Her husband Alan Newton, 55, 
said: “She was very strong and 
brave and always had a smile. She 
always had time for people and was 
just a very kind, caring lady.” 


Norn in Brierley Hill and raised 
in Cradley Heath, she had attended 
Corngreaves Junior School and 
Lomey Town school. 

She had two children Nathan 
Brettle, now aged 37 and Hayley 
Churchill, 28. 

She saw her grandson Freddie 
born in November.

Brett Mason plummeted more than six feet 
through an unprotected gap in mesh flooring, just a 
few days before Christmas 2013.

Pub set to 
be replaced 
by housing 

A PUB in Coseley which has 
become a target for vandals 
since its closure is to be re¬ 
placed by homes, if plans 
are given the go-ahead by 
Dudley planners. 

The Painters Arms, Ave¬ 
nue Road, has been boarded 
up but has been targed by 
arsonists. Proposals have 
been tabled to demolish 
the pub and a neighbouring 
home to make way for a res¬ 
idential development. 

Planning documents, 
on behalf of developers G 
Partnership UK Ltd, said 
the public house was locally 
listed as a building of his¬ 
toric interest and currently 
stands unoccupied and 
boarded up following sev¬ 
eral attempts of vandalism 
and arson. 

“The pub is currently in 
a poor state of repair,” it 
continued. “Following clo¬ 
sure the pub was vandalised 
and attempts were made 
to set fire to the building. 
Thankfully the fire brigade 
was called and the fire ex¬ 
tinguished before it got com¬ 
pletely out of control.” 

Coseley Councillor Star 
Etheridge said it was a 
‘travesty’ that the pub had 
fallen into ruin but if it 
was bulldozed she hoped it 
would be replaced by homes 
that people can afford. 


39-year-old from 
Sedgley was one of a team of 
subcontractors working on a 
roof extension at the White 
City mall complex, in west 
London, when he fell on De¬ 
cember 20, 2013. 

Mr Mason suffered a dis¬ 
located and fractured right 
shoulder and was unable to 
work for six months. 

Westfield Shoppingtowns 
Ltd was prosecuted by the 
Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive. Westminster magis¬ 
trates heard the company 
was principal contractor 
for the construction of a 
two-storey roof extension to 
an existing retail store, part 
of the ‘Kidzania’ project to 
provide a new leisure facility 
for children. 

Mr Mason and a colleague 
had been finishing work in 
preparation for the Christ¬ 
mas break. The two had 
walked around to ensure all 
their materials were safely 
secured and not liable to 
blow off the roof in high 
winds. 

Magistrates were told Mr 
Mason stepped back and fell 
through the unprotected 
gap in the mesh flooring, 
landing on the roof deck 
below. 

The court was told the 
HSE investigation found the 
fall could have been easily 
avoided had edge protection 
been placed around the gap. 

Westfield Shoppingtowns 
Ltd, of High Holborn, Lon¬ 
don, was fined £10,000 
and ordered to pay £1,247 
in costs after admitting 
a breach of the Work at 
Height Regulations 2005.

Police give 
too many 
cautions, 
says NIP 

A BLACK Country MP has 
criticised ‘inappropriate’ 
police cautions. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said police cautions 
were preventing many 
crimes from coming to court 
as they were handed out too 
often as a ‘slap on the wrist’. 

A report prompted by 
magistrates in Dudley has 
shown that police cautions 
are used inappropriately in 
up to a third of cases. 

The finding was revealed 
in a new report from MPs 
on the Home Affairs Select 
Committee on the use of 
‘out-of-court disposals’ in¬ 
cluding cautions, fines and 
community resolutions. 

Report 

Mr Austin said: “I called 
for a report on this issue 
after local people and magis¬ 
trates told me that too many 
offenders are being given a 
slap on the wrist. Now this 
report confirms that up to 
a third of offenders should 
face tougher action. 

“Police in Dudley work 
flat out to keep the pub¬ 
lic safe but victims have 
to feel that justice is being 
done when cases don’t go 
to court. This is really im¬ 
portant because local peo¬ 
ple want more police on 
the streets, more offenders 
brought before court and 
more criminals put in jail.” 

Death crash 
driver charge 

A MOTORIST has been 
charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving after a 
crash in Dudley. 

Jamie Wharton, aged 
29, suffered serious inju¬ 
ries when a Nissan Skyline 
he was driving careered 
through a garden wall in 
Netherton last year. His 
passenger, Timothy Pear¬ 
son, 23, from Quarry Bank, 
died in the incident. 

Wharton, of Birch Cop¬ 
pice, Quarry Bank, has now 
been charged over the crash 
that happened last June 
and is due to appear at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates’ Court on 
March 31.

More than 550 cannabis plants were seized 


A CANNABIS factory with plants worth 
nearly £230,000 has been discovered in a 
former community centre. 

More than 550 plants were seized from 
the old Hurst Hill District Community As¬ 
sociation on Hackett Close, Woodcross, fol¬ 
lowing reports of suspicious activity. 

Three men were arrested in connection 
with the discovery and later released on 
bail. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Sarah Buxton said: “We were called to 
Hackett Close in Woodcross, at around 
1.45am on March 11, following a report of 


people seen acting suspiciously near two 
cars. 

“Officers attended and located a property 
on the road, which contained a cannabis 
factory. 

Inquiries 

“One of the vehicles suspected of being 
involved in the original call was stopped on 
the Birmingham New Road, near the junc¬ 
tion with Priory Road 20 minutes later. 

“Three men, one aged 21 and two aged 
19, were arrested from the vehicle on sus¬ 
picion of cultivating cannabis. They have 


been released on police bail while inquiries 
continue.” 

Residents in the area told of their disgust 
at the discovery. 

Irene Wilkinson, aged 70, of Hackett 
Close, said: “It’s a real shame to see the old 
the centre the way it is now.

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said the 
authority and support ser¬ 
vices were more commit¬ 
ted than ever to tackling 
the issue.

“It is not just mums and 
dads who are involved.

In each of the 2,568 
cases between April 2013 
and March 2014, children 
lived at the address and may 
or may not have been pres¬ 
ent during violence.

A FORMER SNP leader Gordon Wilson says first minister 
Nicola Sturgeon should declare Scottish independence 
if the UK votes to leave the EU but Scots wants to stay 
in. So that’s just one single referendum to a) get us out 
of Brussels’ clutches and b) solve the Scottish Question. 
Bring it on. 

LAY 100 pennies on the table in front of you to represent 
the annual spending of the UK. Now, given that politicians 
of all parties agree that “Defence of the realm is the first 
duty of any government,” how many of those pennies 
would you spend on defence? The answer so far, from all 
the main parties, is barely 2p. One serious suggestion in 
Whitehall is that Britain could hit its target of spending two 
per cent on defence by including the money paid in pen¬ 
sions to old soldiers. This is not soldiering; it is creative 
accountancy. 

IN general elections, the homing instinct is powerful. 
Dyed-in-the-wool Tories and Labour voters who dabbled 
with UKIP in by-elections tend to drift back into the fold. 
I dare say thousands are looking for an excuse not to 
vote for UKIP on May 7, hoping for just a hint that Nigel 
Farage’s party is not yet respectable enough to be trusted. 
And then Farage shot himself in the foot by announcing he 
would scrap some of the laws against racial discrimination 
in the workplace. Alarm bells ringing? Thursday, March 12 
may go down in history as the day when UKIP blew it. 

REMEMBER how computers were going to create the 
‘paperless office’? This week I bought a shirt on the in¬ 
ternet. As soon as the deal was done, I received a form 
to print, confirming my order. A few minutes later, I got an 
emailed receipt, followed two minutes later by an order ref¬ 
erence number which was followed, after another two min¬ 
utes, by an order confir- mation. The next day the boss 
of the shirt-making company 
sent yet another lavish email. 
We have swapped the paper¬ 
less office for a dark, dense 
forest of electronic clutter. 

IN just 24 hours, 300,000 
adoring fans signed an email 
petition calling for Jeremy 
Clarkson to be reinstated in 
Top Gear. I wonder how these 
numbskulls would react if 
their son, brother or husband 
came home and said: “I got

Fetish club is aiming 
to overcome objections 


A FETISH club has renewed its bid to open in 
Dudley and now planning chiefs are backing 
the scheme, months after the original was 
blocked by councillors. 

Council planners said their decision had been 
made without making ‘a moral judgement on the 
nature of the club’. 

The Valhalla Club would cater for the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 


ual, and transgender com¬ 
munity, disabled people and 
the vulnerable, the council 
was told. 

It would be based in prem¬ 
ises in Dock Lane, opposite 
Dudley Leisure Centre. 

Clive Thomson, owner of 
the club, has lodged a fresh 
application for a change of 
use for the building. 

His first bid to open the 
club was rejected by council¬ 
lors in December. But since 
then a separate committee 
granted a licence for the 
club to sell alcohol and for 
live and recorded music. 

Judgement 

The previous application 
had referred to the venue 
as a ‘private members club’ 
but the current bid states it 
would be a ‘social club and 
photographic studio’. 

A report will go before 
members of the council’s 
planning committee this 
week. It says: “The purpose 
of this report is to assess the 
suitability of the proposed 
use from a land use plan¬ 
ning perspective and not to 
consider a moral judgement 
on the nature of the club.

“This proposed develop¬ 
ment will involve the re-use 
of an otherwise redundant 
building which has been 
shown to be no longer viable 
for further industrial use. 

“On this basis, it is con¬ 
sidered that the proposed 
change of use is acceptable 
in this location in compli¬ 
ance with the relevant pol¬ 
icies.” 

But the application has so 
far received more than 30 
objections with the main is¬ 
sues being the location close 
to the leisure centre, reli¬ 
gious buildings, a primary 
school and homes. 

The club is finished inside 
and is waiting to open. 

Mr Thomson said: “We 
have gone through licensing 
and scrutiny committees all 
without issue. The planning 
department and officers are 
on board with us, it is now 
just the committee, and I 
believe the issues there are 
completely personal. 

“They don’t understand 
what this club is.”

E-cigs not 
good cause 
for ban on 
adopters 

COUNCILS in the West 
Midlands are being told to 
treat users of e-cigarettes 
differently to smokers when 
considering applications for 
adoption. 

Guidelines issued by 
the British Association for 
Adoption and Fostering 
(BAAF) are being updated 
with the organisations 
saying ‘we will be recom¬ 
mending that agencies now 
consider e-cigarettes as dif¬ 
ferent to tobacco cigarettes’. 

Despite experts saying 
‘vaping’ poses little or no 
threat to children, authori¬ 
ties have been reluctant to 
place under-fives with users. 

In Wolverhampton, Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell and Walsall, 
people who wish to adopt a 
pre-school age child are ide¬ 
ally expected to have given 
up any kind of smoking for 
at least six months. 

In a statement on its web¬ 
site BAAF said: “In light 
of the latest Public Health 
England report we are 
updating our recommen¬ 
dations. We will be recom¬ 
mending that agencies now 
consider e-cigarettes as dif¬ 
ferent to tobacco cigarettes. 
Agencies should therefore 
recognise the low risk to 
children and not see the use 
of e-cigarettes as a reason 
to preclude foster carers 
or adopters purely on this 
basis.”

Matt Heward from 
WMAS added: “The quicker 
someone is defibrillated, not 
only improves the chance of 
their survival but it can also 
help to improve the chances 
of a patient’s full recovery.

Temper 

The defendant claimed to 
have been told by his partner 
that she had been ‘kneed in 
the leg’ by the shopkeeper, a 
claim that was denied by the 
shopkeeper who said there 
had been a counter between 
them, the court was told. 

It was the fourth time Lit¬ 
tle had been detained after 
being found in possession 
of a bladed article, said Mr 
Dann. 

Little was battling to 
overcome a drug prob¬ 
lem and had ‘poor temper 
control,’ said Miss Wendy 
Miller, defending. 

The defendant from 
Bridgend Croft, Pensnett, 
admitted possession of two 
offensive weapons and caus¬ 
ing criminal damage on 
August 22 and was sent to 
prison for a year.

SHOULD he stay or should he 
go? The great Jeremy Clarkson 
debate seems to divide public 
opinion like few other matters at 
the moment. 

A million people have so far 
signed an online petition calling 
for the former Chronicle motor¬ 
ing writer to be reinstated as the 
Top Gear frontman. 

Meanwhile a YouGov poll of 
780 UK adults said that 45 per 
cent believe the purveyor of 
tweed and faded denim should 
be sacked over what has been 
quaintly described as a ‘fracas’. 

What I can’t understand is how 
any of these people feel they are 
in a position to pass judgement. 
Whether or not Clarkson keeps 
his job must surely be down to 
what happened at the hotel on 
the night in question, and noth¬ 
ing else taken into consideration. 

How many of the 45 per 
cent calling for Clarkson to be 
sacked, or for that matter the 
million people who think he’s 
Jack the Lad, have any idea of 
the events that took place? 

If Clarkson really did punch a 
producer in the face, then he’s 
obviously on very thin ice in¬ 
deed. Nobody, wherever they 
work, should be allowed to as¬ 
sault a colleague in that way, and 
it would be hard to see how he 
could keep his position. 

However, if he didn’t punch 
anybody, then he should be al¬ 
lowed to get on with his job. It is 
a matter about discipline in the 
workplace, not an ideological 
battle between white van men 
and Guardian readers. 

If 45 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion think Clarkson is a loud¬ 
mouthed, opinionated oaf, that 
is fair enough. He probably 
wouldn’t argue with them. But it 
is not their place to decide what 
we can and can’t watch on tel¬ 
evision. 

Top Gear is one of the BBC’s 
most commercially successful 
programmes, bringing in millions 
of pounds for the corporation, 
much of which will be spent on 
the sort of worthy programmes 
the Clarkson-bashers love. 

Look, I don’t like Strictly Come 
Dancing very much, but if peo¬ 
ple want to watch it, that is up 
to them. I won’t be starting a 
petition for Len Goodman to be 
sacked. 

One aspect to the Clarkson 
row which seem to have slipped 
by unnoticed. The BBC report¬ 
edly paid nearly £6,000 to stay 
at the Simonstone Hall Hotel. 
The venue no doubt also derived 
considerable kudos from having 
some of the biggest stars on 
television staying there. Would 
it really have been too much for 
someone to have worked a few 
hours overtime so the Top Gear 
team could have had a cooked 
meal when they returned from a 
long day filming? 
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Century of history 
is all bottled up 



Former owner Edwin Alfred Holden, who died in 1920 aged 45 


ADAM BURLING takes a 
look at Holden’s brewery’s 
humble beginnings as it 
marks its 100th anniversary 

A BLACK Country brewery is 
toasting its 100th anniversary 
this year - thanks to Edwin Al¬ 
fred Holden abandoning plans 
to follow in his father’s foot¬ 
steps. 

Born in 1875, Edwin was the 
youngest of seven sons. His father 
Daniel was a skilled shoemaker and 
after he left school, Edwin initially 
decided to join him and older broth¬ 
er Walter in the family business. 

He also worked in the Trust in Provi¬ 
dence pub in Washington Street, Dudley, 
combining his drinking with courting the 
landlord’s daughter, Lucy Blanche Eliza¬ 
beth, who worked behind the bar. 

The couple married at St Andrew’s 
Church, Netherton, in October 1898, 
when Edwin was 23 years old and his 
new bride 20. 

Licence 

Edwin’s father-in-law persuaded the 
newlyweds to take the tenancy of The 
Britannia Inn at Northheld Road, Neth¬ 
erton where they stayed for six years. 
When Lucy’s father died in 1900, her 
mother kept the licence of The Britan¬ 
nia and in 1904 the couple moved to the 
Struggling Man Inn, Dudley. 

The couple went on to run a number 
of pubs including the Atkinson’s house, 
The Britannia Inn in Netherton. 

They ended up at the Summer House 
in Woodsetton in 1910, where they 
stayed until 1920, but in August 1915 
Edwin and Lucy bought the freehold of 
The Park Inn in Woodsetton, where the 
brewery has been based ever since. 

The Park Inn had a cottage and a gar¬ 
den at the side and at the back a well 


kept-bowling green and brewing equip¬ 
ment previously used by Atkinson’s. 

Harry ‘Ossie’ Round, the brewer at 
the time, brewed a very dark strong 
mild twice a week and a special strong 
ale at Christmas. By 1920 Edwin had 
fallen ill and he died in August, aged 45. 

Lucy took over as licensee of The 
Park and was in charge until 1938, and 
son Teddy was to follow in his parents’ 
footsteps. The bowling green was her 
pride and joy and it was kept in impec¬ 
cable condition by a few of the regulars 
who were paid in pints each week. 


By 1930 Lucy’s eyesight was failing 
due to diabetes and by 1934 she was 
blind, though she was still active in the 
day-to-day running of the pub. 

Teddy married Clara Perry-Ham- 
mond in June 1938, but three weeks 
before the wedding his mother died at 
The Park Inn aged 60. 

From 1940-44, the firm was kept 
busy brewing beer for the local RAF 
stations, and in 1944 a third pub was 
added to the estate when The New Inn 
in Coseley in 1944 was bought ‘slightly 
bomb damaged’ for £2,500. 


Edwin Holden’s Bottling Company 
was formed in 1943 at the back of The 
Park Inn by Clara Holden’s brothers, 
Samuel and Wilfred Hammond. 

In August 1966, Samuel died unex¬ 
pectedly aged 52, having been a director 
for 21 years. 

His son, Paul, succeeded him, taking 
over the bottling in 1967 after spending 
two years at Phipps of Northampton 
Brewery as a student brewer. 

In the early days, it bottled not only 
the Holden’s range of beers but national 
brews for clubs, free houses and whole¬ 
salers. 

The 1970s saw a move to draught cask 
-conditioned beer, with production run¬ 
ning at around 200 barrels per week, or 
57,500 pints and the ensuing decades 
saw the company expand. 

Estate 

Before his death in 1981, Teddy had 
acquired several pubs including The 
New Inn, Rose & Crown, The Trumpet 
and had also extended the brewery. 

His sons, Jonothan and Edwin, went 
on to increase the Holden’s estate, which 
included the acclaimed Great Western 
and Codsall Station. 

In 1991 Jonothan joined his father at 
the brewery after learning the trade at 
Morrell’s Brewery in Oxford. Jonothan 
was instrumental in the creation and 
launch of Golden Glow which is now 
Holden’s best-selling ale. 

During the 1990s, The Ivy Bush in 
Smethwick, The Bell at Trysull, The 
Shrubbery Cottage, Oldswinford, and 
The Lamp Tavern, Bloxwich, were also 
added to the Holden’s estate. 

In December 2002, Edwin died, aged 
57, after a short illness. 

Over the next 10 years, there were 
purchases of three further pubs - The 
Waterfall, in Warley, Ye Olde Robin 
Hood Inn, Ironbridge, and The Fellows 
in Dudley. 
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WOULD you take £1,000 from 
Tony Blair?

The joke 
was that it wasn’t THE David 
Cameron but a Scottish sup¬ 
porter with the same name. 

But back to Blair and his 
campaign funds. UKIP’s James 
Carver calls Tony Blair an ‘em¬ 
barrassment’ and reminds 
everyone that he was the Prime 
Minister that took us into Iraq 
and Afghanistan. He says the 
donations should have been re¬ 
fused. 

He also calls it the ‘Blair rich 
project’, which means unless 
he thought of that one himself 
there’s a spin doctor working for 
him somewhere who is clearly 
earning his crust. 

Labour probably doesn’t need 
to pay too much heed to its op¬ 
ponents on this though. After all, 
that’s what opponents do. They 
oppose stuff. Where it does 
need to do a bit of soul search¬ 
ing is among its own members. 

The six constituency Labour 
parties around here to whom 
Mr Blair is handing his money - 
Cannock Chase, Dudley South, 
Stourbridge, Stafford, Halesow¬ 
en and Rowley Regis and Wol¬ 
verhampton South West - are all 
grateful. 

After all, Mr Blair secured 
three election victories in a row. 
Even the 2005 one was a major¬ 
ity of 66 seats. David Cameron 
and Ed Miliband would probably 
consider 10 a great result in May. 

It is also more than Mr Blair 
needed to do for Labour. He’s 
making millions on the world 
stage and hardly needs to give 
two hoots about his old party. 
Indeed, to listen to some party 
members, you’d think he was 
the one who had made Labour 
unelectable in the 1980s. 

Yet for all the things people 
did not like about him in the end, 
Labour are within touching dis¬ 
tance of returning to government 
after just a single term in oppo¬ 
sition. 

Some candidates such as the 
one in Dundee who rejected the 
money, however, might feel hyp¬ 
ocritical for accepting it if they 
opposed Mr Blair on Iraq. 

And while the £1,000 offered 
will undoubtedly come in useful 
for leaflets and other campaign 
material, the big dilemma is 
whether it is going to be more 
hindrance than help. 

For if Tony Blair is a divisive 
figure within Labour, he is even 
more so to the electorate the 
party has to win over. 

And that’s a rather ironic coda 
for the political career of a man 
whose pinnacle was in uniting 
both left and right wing voters 
behind him.

Black Country Society — 
Kingswinford Branch 


THE February meeting took place in St 
Mary’s Church Hall, Kingswinford. 

The chairman welcomed Dr Michael Hall, 
president of the society and James Morgan, 
chairman. 

The speaker was Keith Hodgkins, a long 
standing member of the Black Country So¬ 
ciety. He is also a member of the society’s 
industrial archaeology group. 

His talk was on the last days of steel mak¬ 
ing at Round Oak. Plans were well under 
way for the closing of the factory in the 
1980s. Keith and his friend went with cam¬ 
eras, on several evening visits to view the 
factory. In spite of the glowing furnaces they 
saw deserted buildings and very few work¬ 
ers. These workers did not appear to be con¬ 
cerned about the visitors on the premises. 

Keith showed excellent pictures of ma¬ 
chinery in what looked like a ghost town. 

December 10, 1982 saw the end of steel 
making at Round Oak, giving way eventually 
to Merry Hill. There were many ex-Round 
Oak workers at the meeting who found the 
talk of great interest.

Defence review can't be 
excuse for cuts, says MP

FURTHER changes to the de¬ 
fence budget must be care¬ 
fully considered and ‘not an 
excuse to make cuts’ a La¬ 
bour shadow minister and 
former soldier has said. 

Dan Jarvis spoke about Brit¬ 
ain’s defence as he visited the 
Army Cadet Force at Ellowes Hall 
Sports College in Dudley. 

Ellowes Hall is one of only a few 
comprehensive schools across the 
country that runs its own detachment 
of the Army Cadet Force. 


Students complete training in a 
range of activities, such as first aid 
and shooting, as well as taking part in 
expeditions. 

Mr Jarvis also visited Gornal British 
Legion to meet veterans alongside La¬ 
bour MP for Dudley North, Ian Austin. 

Served 

Shadow minister for justice Mr 
Jarvis and served in the Parachute 
Regiment, rising to the rank of Major 
across campaigns in Kosovo, Northern 
Ireland, Sierra Leone, Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

He praised the school’s cadets 


scheme, saying: “It’s incredibly im¬ 
pressive. As someone who has been in 
the army for a number of years I can’t 
recall seeing a cadet force like it in any 
other school.” 

Concerns have been raised that de¬ 
fence cuts have rendered Britain una¬ 
ble to respond to threats from Russia. 
General Sir Peter Wall said the 10 per 
cent drop in defence spending meant 
the UK and its allies had been ‘caught 
napping’ over the threat from Russia 
and the rise of Islamic State. 

Mr Jarvis said: “A review of defence 
cannot be an excuse to make cuts in 
the way previous reviews have been.”

Barry beats path back 
to early days of rock

FROM attending a school 
run by Franciscan Fathers to 
going on tour with legendary 
rockers AC/DC - these are 
just some of the chapters 
in the colourful life of Barry 
Spencer Scrannage. 

And now the drummer has 
started work on a book chroni¬ 
cling his experiences from boy¬ 
hood to playing with some of the 
biggest names in music. 

The musician, who was born in 
Smethwick but now lives in Stour¬ 
bridge, is looking for some help with 
the book and the release of archive 
material featuring performances by 
musicians such as Black Sabbath. 

Barry said he had a turbulent child¬ 
hood in and out of care and at the age 
of eight, he left the Black Country to 
attend a school run by Franciscan Fa¬ 
thers in Dorset. 

Drummer 

He started playing skiffle and early 
rock ‘n’ roll strongly influenced by per¬ 
formers such as Lonnie Donegan. It 
wasn’t long before he was involved in 
his first band called The Shakedowns. 

After leaving school, Barry returned 
to the Black Country. 

At a local pub, he heard A Way of 
Life which featured future Led Zeppe¬ 
lin drummer John Bonham. The pair 
quickly became friends and when Mr 
Bonham left the band, Barry took his 
place. During the early to mid-70s, 
Barry worked at Birmingham light 
and sound company LSD. 

It was his experience in this field 
that led him to become a lighting 
technician during AC/DC’s Highway 
to Hell tour where he became friends 
with frontman Bon Scott and the 
Young brothers Angus and Malcolm. 

“Although I did not realise it at the 


time this was the start of the next 
phase of my career as a musician,” he 
said. 

“Malcolm and Angus said ‘why don’t 
you form a band?’ and suggested their 
nephew Stevie.” 

The band became Starfighters and 
released the single Heaven and Hell 
and I’m Falling. The band won a pres¬ 
tigious support slot on AC/DC’s Back 
in Black tour. But Barry could not 
complete the tour after he was left dev¬ 
astated by the death of his old friend 
John Bonham. Barry also played on 


early Blizzard of Oz sessions after 
Ozzy Osbourne left Black Sabbath. “It 
was a crazy experience. I still have re¬ 
cordings of some of the sessions which 
people have never heard. I would like 
to get some of this material out there 
so it can be heard by fans,” he said. 

“I have already started the book 
which starts very early in my life. 

“I have a lot of memories and a lot 
of stories and I want to share them.”

German ideas at 
glass museum 

A MULTI-MILLION pound museum show¬ 
ing the history of the glass industry has 
been boosted after delegates returned from 
a fact-finding trip to Germany. 

Work is gathering pace on creating the 
new museum in the Glass Quarter at Word- 
sley’s former Stuart Crystal Factory. 

Members of the British Glass Foundation 
went on a trip to the Frauenau Glasmu- 
seum in Bavaria to gather ideas. The group 
included curators from Broadfield House 
Glass Museum, architects for the new 
museum, representatives from the British 
Glass Foundation and the developer restor¬ 
ing the Stuart buildings, led by chairman of 
the Glass Association, Brian Clarke. 

Plans for the £5m museum have been 
brought forward by the foundation with 
developers, Complex Developments, which 
are spearheading the transformation of the 
former glassworks off Camp Hill. British 
Glass Foundation chairman Graham Know¬ 
les said the trip had proved enlightening. 


Number of appeals made 
over first school choices rise 


MORE parents are appealing after 
their children missed out on getting 
their first choice school places in 
Dudley borough. 

The number of appeals lodged by par¬ 
ents rose from 287 in 2013 to 323 in 2014, 
according to a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest by UKIE 

Latest figures show 2,809 children, around 82 
per cent, were able to get in to a place at their 
first choice secondary school in the borough. 

That meant one in five pupils failed to se¬ 
cure places at their preferred secondary schools 
in September. A total of 298 got their second 
choice, while 70 students got their third choice. 


West Midlands MEP and Sedgley councillor 
Bill Etheridge said schools are coming under in¬ 
creasing pressures. 

“The increase in the number of appeals from 
parents is very worrying as it makes you ques¬ 
tion how our schools can cope with ever increas¬ 
ing pressures on places and resources,” he said. 

Quality 

“Children have a right to a quality education 
in their locality and I believe strongly in paren¬ 
tal choice but sadly more and more parents are 
failing to get their children accepted by their 
first choice schools.” 

Councillor Etheridge said public services were 
facing pressure at a time when the Government 
had failed to meet its immigration targets. 


“How can our schools, hospitals, and indeed 
local authorities plan service delivery when the 
Government promised to keep numbers down to 
‘tens of thousands’?” he asked. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, in charge of chil¬ 
dren’s services, refuted claims the appeals rise 
was linked to immigration. 

“We have nothing that points to immigration 
being a factor on this in Dudley, on the contrary, 
we have sufficient secondary school places to 
meet the needs of all our children,” he said. 

“Eight two per cent of Dudley children are 
being allocated their first preferred school while 
94 per cent have been allocated a place at one 
of their preferred schools and 100 per cent have 
been offered a place at a borough school.” 


Station petition 
is handed over 

A PETITION calling for plans to close 
the front desk at Dudley police station to 
be scrapped has been delivered to Parlia¬ 
ment by Dudley North MP Ian Austin. 

West Midlands Police announced in No¬ 
vember that Dudley would be one of 27 
police stations across the region to have 
front offices closed to the public. The front 
desks at Stourbridge, Halesowen, Tipton 
and Wednesbury have already been closed 
to the public in a bid to make savings. 

Mr Austin said: “Our station is just 
as busy as those elsewhere but closing it 
would leave Dudley as the largest town in 
the country without a police station open 
to the public. I think this is completely un¬ 
acceptable, which is why I launched this 
petition. The fact that 2,200 residents 
have backed the campaign - including 
former superintendent Mr Roger Bagley 
- shows that local people agree.”

New law could be used to rid 
Black Country of stray horses 


A CRACKDOWN on stray horses in 
the Black Country is being proposed 
using new anti-social behaviour 
laws. 

It comes as councillors look to enforce new 
powers that could see people fined for having 
animals grazing on public land. 

Councillor Joanne Hadley, who represents 
Great Bridge, has been working on the issue and 
says that the council is looking implement new 
rules introduced by the government. 

Under new anti-social behaviour legislation 
brought in by ministers late last year, officials 


can now make public spaces protection orders. 
These orders enable authorities to ban anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour that is causing a nuisance to peo¬ 
ple living in or nearby problem hotspots. 

Bans could be introduced that would mean 
horse owners being given fixed penalty notices 
of up to £2,500 for having animals on land. 

Sandwell Council has been considering imple¬ 
menting the new laws. Councillor Hadley says it 
would bring more powers to tackle the problem. 

“This has been music to my ears which will 
help police and the council on a range of anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour issues including horses,” she said. 


“It is totally irresponsible to have these horses 
on the land and I fear there would be a serious 
accident if they get into the road. We are trying 
to regenerate these public spaces.” 

Stray horses have long been a problem across 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

Almost £100,000 was spent tackling the num¬ 
ber of horses illegally grazing on Dudley parks 
and nature reserves last year. 

Dudley Council has removed more than 460 
horses over the past three years. Problem areas 
have included Fens Pool Nature Reserve in Pen- 
snett and land around the Russells Hall estate. 


Bad smell from 
dead flowers 

COUNCIL bosses have come under fire 
over a remembrance garden. 

Sandwell Council said it would remove 
dead flowers left in vases at Rowley Regis 
Crematorium. It comes after George and 
Lilian Johnson visited from Kiddermin¬ 
ster, only to leave ‘incensed’ at the foul 
smell of stagnant water and dead flowers. 

The couple had visited to lay flowers 
in memory of Mrs Johnson’s father. Mrs 
Johnson, 70, originally from Langley, said: 
“The smell from the vases is atrocious” 
Council leader Darren Cooper said: “We 
routinely remove dead flowers at both 
Rowley Regis and Sandwell Valley Cre¬ 
matoria but are mindful there are many 
instances where families often prefer to 
replace floral tributes themselves.”

School run 

A MOTHER will be putting her best foot 
forward in a marathon to raise money for a 
defibrillator for a primary school. 

Jennifer White, 41, who lives in Downing 
Street, Halesowen, but is originally from 
Blackheath, will be running the Brighton 
Marathon in April, aiming to raise more 
than £800 towards a defibrillator for New- 
field Park Primary School in Halesowen. 

The device delivers a shock to the heart 
of a cardiac arrest victim to enable the heart 
to resume its normal rhythm. 

Mrs White has two children at the school, 
Lily Armstrong, nine, and Noah Armstrong, 
eight, and said she was inspired to raise 
money for the defibrillator after discovering 
that 12 children die from sudden cardiac ar¬ 
rest on a typical week in the UK. 

She added many of them did not have 
pre-existing heart conditions and suddenly 


collapsed, so a defibrillator could make a 
difference. 

“I decided that if I was going to do a mar¬ 
athon, I wanted it to be for a worthwhile 
cause and my twins start at Newfield Park 
in September and I wanted it to be some¬ 
thing that would benefit my children and 
somebody else’s children,” she said. 

“The new defibrillator will be kept in the 
community and will be available for the 
local community to use.” 

Mrs White, who used to live in American 
and for a while in Brighton, lives with her 
husband Anthony Armstrong, 40, and also 
has twins Scarlett and Georgia Armstrong, 
aged five. 

Her training involves regular runs and 
weight training twice a week.

Greater Brum 'Metro Mayor 1 


Cancer gave Sadie the 
courage to set sail 



Sadie Windmill on her yacht — she says the experience 
of having cancer gaver her the courage to change her life 


SHE is the school teacher who has taken to the seas to sail 
her boat like a heroine from an adventure novel. But Sadie 
Windmill has succeeded in an even greater challenge - bat¬ 
tling a serious form of cancer. 

The 44-year-old former Kingswinford assistant head¬ 
teacher was stunned after being diagnosed with cancer 
more than two years ago. 

Sadie remembers her early concerns and visits to the 
doctor with a swollen neck which was diagnosed as mumps. 
However, the problem persisted and after a consultant 
backed up the doctor’s opinion, she decided to go private 
and see a head and neck surgeon. 

The surgeon, John Watkinson, based at the Priory Hos¬ 
pital, Edgbaston, ordered tests and the next day confirmed 
that Sadie had chronic lymphocytic leukaemia. 

“We were stunned. Having never been really ill in my life 
it was such a shocker and took a while to accept it all,” said 
Sadie, who was assistant head at the Crestwood School, 
Kingswinford. 

She went to see consultant haemato-oncologist Dr Prem¬ 
ini Mahendra - or Prem as the couple came to know her. 


Chemotherapy 


Life was turned upside down for Sadie and her husband 
Jules as she was forced to undergo an intensive course of 
chemotherapy. 

“Life became a whirlwind of operations, tubes, needles 
and hospital appointments,” she said. “I had six chemo¬ 
therapy treatments in six months. I won’t lie, it was tough, 
but we were determined to remain positive throughout. 

“At the end of the first cycle, the lumps were no longer 
visible to the eye. I also was very proactive, exercising, get¬ 
ting out in the fresh air, meditating and changing my diet 
totally,” she added. 

The three month tests showed that all the tumours were 
gone and three months later Dr Mahendra announced that 
Sadie was in full remission. 

After they received the happy news, the couple thought 
they must do something life changing to celebrate the land¬ 
mark moment. They wanted to see the world so boarded 
their yacht, with their two dogs Tinker and Scrappy, and 
sailed around France, Spain, Gibraltar, Morocco and Por¬ 
tugal. 

“Every day is different. We drop anchor, catch fish, go 
kayaking, swim off the back of the boat, have a barbecue 
and walk the dogs,” she said. 

But the couple still keep in regular touch with Prem, re¬ 
turning for tests every six months . 

Sadie said: “If I had never had cancer, I would never have 
been brave enough to do what we are doing now. We love 
the way of life we now lead with lots of sun, relaxation and 
a Mediterranean diet. 

“With wi-fi and Skype we probably see more of family 
than ever before. 

“I would never wish to have had cancer but without it I 
would never be leading such a fulfilled, adventurous life.” 


BLACK Country leaders are 
demanding that the idea of 
a ‘Metro Mayor’ for the West 
Midlands be ruled out in talks 
on a combined authority.

‘West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority’ — ruling out completely 
any suggestion of a Greater Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council, has written on be¬ 
half of the Black Country to his equiv¬ 
alents in Birmingham, Coventry and 
Solihull to set out the ‘red lines’ when 
working together. 

Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall and Birmingham councils 
have already agreed to create a joint

authority but the door was left open 
to Coventry and Solihull. 

There are concerns that if the name 
Greater Birmingham is used it will 
give the impression that it is the sec¬ 
ond city that is in charge, rather than 
an equal partnership with the neigh¬ 
bouring cities and boroughs. 

Referendum 


Chancellor George Osborne contin¬ 
ues to float the idea of a West Midlands 
regional mayor, despite Birmingham 
having already voted in a referendum 
to not have one. 

The combined authority would allow 
the councils to work together on pro¬ 
jects that benefit the whole of the West 
Midlands and avoid having to compete 
with each other for ever-shrinking 


pots of Government funding. In the 
letter Councillor Cooper says: “With 
regard to the notion of a Metro Mayor, 
the Black Country Councils would like 
to use the following wording in our 
communications: ‘A Metro or regional 
Mayor is not part of the solution for 
the governance structure of the West 
Midlands and will not be a part of any 
agreements to create a combined au¬ 
thority.’ 

“Secondly, with regard to the name 
of the combined authority we have to 
think about what will be acceptable to 
the individual councils and the resi¬ 
dents of the localities. 

“Black Country councils believe 
that the name should be ‘West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority’. 

“We would urge colleagues to sup¬ 
port this so that we can give clear 
direction to officers in regard to the 
name and mayor issues.”

COUNCIL bosses are join¬ 
ing forces to call on people 
to make a personal pledge 
to help tackle Child Sexual 
Exploitation (CSE). 

Dudley, Sandwell, Wal¬ 
sall and Wolverhampton 
councils, along with West 
Midlands Police were sup¬ 
porting the first national 
CSE awareness day, held 
yesterday (Wednesday).

Organised by charity Na¬ 
tional Working Group Net¬ 
work, the day was aiming 
to encourage everyone to 
think about and speak out 
against such abuse. 

The seven regional coun¬ 
cils, the police and partner 
organisations are working 
together to raise the pro¬ 
file of CSE and launched 


the See Me, Hear Me cam¬ 
paign last June. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services at Dud¬ 
ley, said: “Child sexual 
exploitation is a horren¬ 
dous abuse crime, which 
has been hidden for far 
too long. Through our See 
Me, Hear Me campaign we 
have been increasing peo¬ 
ple’s understanding of CSE 
and how to spot the warn¬ 
ing signs, so the national 
awareness day is a great 
way to spread the message 
further.”

Cheers - raise a glass 
to brewery centenary 


THE brewing industry has 
changed dramatically over 
the last 100 years - but one 
of the Black Country’s best 
known firms remains as pop¬ 
ular as ever. 

Holden’s is celebrating its centenary 
year, and from humble beginnings the 
family-run business is now expanding 
as drinkers return to real ale. 

Although the equipment at its site 
has become more modern, bosses are 
keeping traditions alive despite seeing 
production soar. The essence of the 
brewing process remains the same as 
it has for decades, though the scale has 
increased. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 20 
pubs across the Black Country, Hold¬ 
en’s expansion will see its base at the 
Park Inn, Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, 
extended and its ale production in¬ 
creased from 50,000 pints a week to 
75,000. 

A new tank room will be completed, 
increasing capacity by 50 per cent. 
New micro breweries such as the

Backyard Brewhouse in Brownhills 
are building up a reputation but the 
Holden family say few can match their 
history and pedigree. 

The extension has been built at the 
rear of the site, in George Street, and 
will see extra fermentation tanks in¬ 
stalled. 

Director Abi Kemp, whose 
great-grandmother Lucy was a driving 
force behind establishing the brewery 
in 1915, said: “It is really exciting year 
for us and it’s lovely that we still have 
family members running the business. 
These are really exciting times for us. 

“We are moving forward but we 
are a family business with a lot of 
history. We want to celebrate the last 
100 years and give people the chance 
to learn about how the company has 
developed.” 

As part of the latest revamp, the 
old warehouses at The Park Inn were 
taken down and rebuilt, a new two sto¬ 
rey office block was constructed on the 


site of the old off licence, and 18 new 
tanks installed. A test kitchen, bottle 
store and office suite are also part of 
the three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden 
said: “There has been a resurgence in 
the popularity of ales in recent time 
and this has been a massive benefit to 
us. This expansion is necessary for us 
to build on the business.” 

The brewery has a popular line of its 
own bottled beer now, but bosses say 
they want to keep focusing on draught 
in pubs to keep the industry going. 

The Park Inn is steeped in history, 
with photographs of the Holden fam¬ 
ily, their workers and changes to the 
brewery displayed through the pub. 

The brewery is hosting an open day 
on July 18 and 19 with guided tours 
and a mini beer festival. 

Among other plans to mark the 
centenary is an ale around each of the 
company’s 20 pubs. Those who com¬ 
plete the tour can then swap their 
completed card for Holden’s centenary 
memorabilia. And a new brew is being 
created in honour of former West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion hero Tony Brown, called 
Bomber Brown.

Clegg makes a decision 
in the Mick of time 


R umours, back-stabbing, double- 
dealings and u-turns - such 
things are about to dominate 
the headlines as a general election is 
looming large on the horizon. 

While most of the media world 
seems to have got caught up in the 
will-he-won’t-he tales involving David 
Cameron and the televised leadership 
debate he seems to be reluctant to 
participate in, Channel 4 has quietly 
been putting together Coalition, a 
drama about, you guessed it, the 
coalition. 

The station is no stranger to political 
dramas, having already backed such 
acclaimed shows as Mo, Complicit 
and The Deal. Sadly, it was also 
behind UKIP:The First 100 Days, the 
fictionalised documentary which 
received a bashing from critics and 
audiences alike when it was 
broadcast last month. 

However, Coalition promises to be 
rather more impressive. 

It’s been written by James Graham, 
who is sticking with politics for his 
next project - the stage play The 
Vote, which will form part of the 
Donmar Warehouse’s spring season; 


More4 will also broadcast the 
production live on the night of the 
election itself. 

Coalition focuses on the rise of Nick 
Clegg. In 2010, he was the leader of 
the Liberal Democrats, and barely 
anybody gave him a second thought - 
he certainly wasn’t regarded as a 
possibly major player. 

However, taking part in the UK’s 
first-ever televised leaders’ debate 
changed all that. Suddenly, thanks to 
an impassioned speech, he became 
an unlikely hero, someone who gave 
rivals David Cameron and Gordon 
Brown a wake-up call - or at least a 
kick up the backside. 

“I believe the way things are is not 
the way things have to be,” he 
famously stated. “We have a chance 
to do things differently for once.” 

Then, after the election, he was 
given the opportunity to form a 
coalition - and, as this drama reveals, 
Clegg’s moves at that time became 
one of the most influential and 
significant political decision of recent 
years. 

“In May 2010, British politics was 
faced with a dilemma it hadn’t had to 


face in peacetime for over 75 years,” 
says Graham. ‘The public were asked 
‘who should govern’, and they came 
back with the answer - ‘we don’t 
know! Those historic, dramatic few 
days put personalities at the heart of 
politics - and the choices made, I 
believe, changed the face of British 
politics forever. 

“What we try to capture in this 
drama is the tension, the high stakes, 
and the frequent farcical and absurd 
nature of what happens when a power 
is wrangled, negotiated and fought 
over like children trading cards in the 
playground.” 

Clegg is played here by Bertie 
Carvel, who is in the midst of a big 
year career-wise - as well as 
Coalition, he is set to appear in the 
BBC’s eagerly awaited adaptation of 
Jonathan Strange & Mr Norrell. 

Ian Grieve plays outgoing Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, a role he’s 
accustomed to after starring on stage 
in The Confessions of Gordon Brown, 
while Mark Dexter plays David 
Cameron. 

Look out too for Mark Gatiss, who’s 
on fine form as Peter Mandelson.

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A6 Allroad a standout model

Audi has given the already suc¬ 
cessful A6 Allroad a better spec 
as well as increased perfor¬ 
mance and improved efficiency. 

The A6 has always been one of 
my favourites in the Audi range, now 
the availability of Quattro permanent 
all-wheel-drive makes this model a 
stand-out option. 

Improvements include a range of new 
and improved optional technologies like 
Matrix beam LED headlights which adapt 
automatically to the car’s surroundings; 
Audi Connect that lets driver and passen¬ 
gers access the internet and top of the 
range MMI Satellite Navigation which in¬ 
cludes picture book navigation. 

Climate control has been improved with 
digital display as standard and the Allroad 
gets double glazing for windscreen and 


front windows to improve the acoustics in 
the cabin. 

C02 level targets have been improved 
on the range thanks to gearbox changes, 
start-stop system improvements and light¬ 
er springs meaning that the 3.0TDi Quattro 
S Tronic on test achieved 149g/km - a re¬ 
duction of 16g/km. 

Fed by a seven-speed gearbox the All¬ 
road has a top speed of 155mph, went 
from 0-62mph in 6.2seconds and standing 
on stylish 20” alloys averaged 50.4mpg. 

This 4x4 offering won’t take you charg¬ 
ing up mountains but it does stick like 
glue, even in the wet, thanks to adjustable 
suspension. There’s probably a bit more 
roll than on the saloon model but there’s 
a comfortable ride and an elevated driving 
position. 

Audi has given the Allroad a more mus¬ 
cular appearance too, thanks to extended 
wheel arches and the raised stance and 
impressive looking wheels.

and while Audi stands out as the quality 
benchmark it does all come at a price. 

The model on test starts at £46,000 
but the extras on board added another 
£22,000 which made it a tad on the pricey 
side at £68,140. You pay extra for Quattro, 
Head-up display, the 20” alloys, electric 
seats, LED headlights, speed limit display, 
privacy glass and the panoramic sunroof. 

You’ll also have to dig deep to fund a 
leather package BOSE surround system, 
night vision assist, Navigation Plus, Audi 
Connect, cruise control, side assist, lane 
assist, heated mirrors and heated mirrors. 

But all Audi buyers will know they get 


what they pay for and residual values are 
outstanding on the entire range. 

The SatNav system with Google Map im¬ 
aged in the centre of the driver’s console is 
an outstanding feature while the cabin is a 
glorious place to be for those impressed 
by technology and comfort. 

There’s comfortable seating for five 
six-footers and while the boot space 
isn’t best in class there’s ample room for 
everything including a couple of golf club 
sets. 

Audi is giving the entire range a makeo¬ 
ver but the Allroad is the stand-out model 
for me.

Iconic van 
still being 
produced 
65 years on

Some retire at the age of 65 - but this one 
is just getting started! Production of the first 
Volkswagen Transporter began 65 years ago 
and the ‘Bulli’ is still going strong today. 

The first models were built in Wolfsburg before pro¬ 
duction started at a new facility in Hanover in 1956. 
This date also marks the beginning of a unique au¬ 
tomotive love story: today, the entire model series 
has attained cult status. Whether hippy or tradesman 
- everyone is driving Transporter. 

It all began in 1947 with a pencil sketch: the Dutch car im¬ 
porter Ben Pon saw a simple flat-bed vehicle at the Volkswa¬ 
gen plant and, taking it as a basic idea, he sketched the 
outlines of a Transporter with Beetle DNA in his notebook. 

Two years later, Volkswagen plant manager, Heinrich Nor- 
dhoff, presented four prototypes: two panel vans, a kombi 
and a small bus. Nordhoff promised that the Transporter 
would be as uncompromising and robust as the Beetle: 
“These vehicles won’t be handled with kid gloves, rather 
they will be treated roughly.” 

Designers used the engine and axles of the Beetle. In¬ 
stead of a central tubular frame of the popular family car, 
the bus had a unitized body that was mounted on a lad¬ 
der frame. The 1.1-litre engine produced 18 kW (24.5PS) at 
3300 rpm. 

The bus could transport up to eight people and the two 
rear seat rows could be removed easily to free up load 
space for around 750 kg of payload. 

Alfred Haesner, head of technical development of 
Volkswagen GmbH from 1948 to 1952, said: “Accordingly, 
this type of commercial delivery vehicle can be used for all 
branches of business, for rush deliveries and freight, e.g. 
as a small bus, a special-purpose vehicle, postal vehicle, 
ambulance or mobile station.” 

Demand 

Production began on March 8, 1950, in Hall 1 of the 
Volkswagen plant in Wolfsburg, and ten vehicles were man¬ 
ufactured per day. 

By the end of 1950, 8001 Transporters had already been 
built. Demand was enormous, especially since its affordable 
price made it an attractive option to tradesmen and retail 
businesses. 

The unique vehicle quickly became an export hit as well. 
Volkswagen buses could simply transport anything and 
everything: rubble and debris, mortar and building stones, 
breakfast rolls and bees wax, cigars and newspapers. 

A Volkswagen bus with a camping box made its appear¬ 
ance in 1951 at the automobile exhibition in Berlin. The de¬ 
livery van with a rear engine suddenly held the promise of an 
entirely different type of travel. For the first time, it travelled 
over the Alps. Later, it was driven to India when hippies dis¬ 
covered the ‘Bulli’ for themselves. 

Four years after its production launch, the 100,000th 
Volkswagen Transporter came off the assembly line in Wolfs¬ 
burg in 1954. By this point, there were 30 different models of 
the vehicle. Daily production in Wolfsburg was at 80 vehicles 
but it couldn’t produce more because the plant was already 
filled to capacity with Beetle production. It became clear that 
the Transporter needed its own plant. 

Assembly 

Construction work began in early March 1955 in Han- 
nover-Stocken, and the plant was built from the ground up 
in just one year. 

In March 1956, the first “Made in Stocken” Transporters 
come off the assembly line. This was the beginning of a fu¬ 
ture symbol of the ‘economic wonder years’. Today, a to¬ 
tal of 11 million T-series vehicles spanning five generations 
have been produced worldwide. 

Dr. Eckhard Scholz, chairman of the Bbrand board of 
management of Volkswagen commercial vehicles, said: 
“The production launch of the T1 represented the beginning 
of a long success story that has lasted right up to today. In 
the past, as well as the present, there is market demand for 
extremely reliable, versatile and individual vehicles. 

“We deliver them in top quality and precisely tailored to 
every need - whether the vehicle is for trades work, a retail 
or service business, family or recreation.” 

Production of the new generation model, the T6, launch¬ 
es this year. Along with the T-series, the Hannover-Stocken 
plant also produces the Amarok pick up. 

The successful California recreational vehicle is built not 
far away in Limmer. 

Around 12,200 people are employed at the Hannover 
business site of Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles. 

The Poznan plant in Poland (5,700 employees) produces 
the Transporter and the Caddy, and another plant is being 
built in nearby, Wrzesnia for the new Crafter. 

Today, a total of around 19,500 employees work for the 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles brand. 
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Citroen C4 
now even 
better after 
an upgrade

Citroen used to be a byword for comfort, and 
we loved it for that. The firm is finally moving 
back in that direction, and the new C4 is at 
the forefront. 

The C4 has a lot going for it, but upgrades were 
needed for it to stay with the pack. Tweaks to the 
headlights and styling details are more or less the 
extent of the exterior changes, but quality is on an 
upward trend with new technology and media inter¬ 
face options. 

Citroen is quickly rejuvenating an identity: comfort. The 
press release accompanying the car’s launch is crammed 
full of the word. Citroen is really beginning to feel like a dif¬ 
ferent brand from its sister company Peugeot - and that’s 
good news for both. 

The C4 has what you’d call an aggressively French front 
end. Steeply angled headlight clusters give off an angry 
vibe, but the rest of the shape is pretty warm and fuzzy. 

It’s a good-looking car but you’d have a tough time argu¬ 
ing that it matches class leaders for image. 

On the other hand, Citroen is doing everything it can to 
make its brand identity synonymous with comfort. Soon 
enough the French firm hopes that anyone looking for a 
comfortable everyday car will make Citroen their first stop. 

You can’t argue with the numbers: the C4 has comfortably 
the biggest boot among its direct rivals at 408 litres. That’s 
seven percent or 28 litres bigger than a Volkswagen Golf’s. 
The Skoda Octavia’s is bigger again, but that’s a much 
longer car. 

In the front door pockets you’ll find space for those 
chunky 1.5-litre drinks bottles you find at motorway service 
stations and takeaways. 

The glove box can fit many gloves in it, too, and the only 
real oversight is that when you pull the floor-mounted lug¬ 
gage net in the boot upwards, it can bring the whole floor 
with it. 


Impression 

The petrol and diesel models are surprisingly different to 
drive. The lighter petrol engine links to an over-light, elas¬ 
tic-feeling steering set-up that doesn’t inspire confidence, 
but the diesel’s calibration is more linear, more predictable 
and gives you the impression of more feel. 

In total opposition to Peugeot’s approach with the 308, 
the C4’s steering is snail-slow. It takes more turning action 
to get this car turned in - an impression exaggerated by the 
huge steering wheel. 

The new automated manual gearbox is, thankfully, a vast 
improvement over previous units. You’d seriously consider 
buying one, now. 

This C4 rides very well, too, especially over smoothly un¬ 
dulating folds in the road. Flex in the suspension means that 
sharper bumps can knock it slightly off its line, especially in 
corners, but not by an exceptional amount. 

The C4 is a decently refined cruiser, especially for such a 
relatively reasonable asking price. 

Seeing the range top out at a whisker over £20,000 is a 
surprise. Rivals cost significantly more and you’d argue that 
there’s not much about the C4, in high-end Flair trim at least, 
that feels particularly cheap. You get a lot of space for your 
pound, too, and especially in the case of the diesel you get 
super-low running costs. 

A family that prioritises comfort and budget would love 
the C4. Five useful seats, lots of standard safety equipment 
and even more on the options list make it a very handy fam¬ 
ily bus. 

But it’s also a confident cruiser and will return decent fuel 
economy if driven steadily, so company car buyers might 
want to take a look. 

This car summed up in a single word : Sanguine 
If this car was: a contestant on Countdown it wouldn’t 
worry itself about not winning the words rounds as it would 
do so well with the numbers

WOLVES SHARE 




Brighton 1 Wolves 1 

BRIGHTON have long been 
Wolves’ bogey team but they’re 
not the slick, polished outfit 
that finished fourth and sixth in 
the last two seasons. 

For once they were there for the tak¬ 
ing - and Wolves couldn’t capitalise on 
it. 

Yes, the Seagulls’ form since Chris Hughton 
took over is in the top half of the table on the 
back of strong results at their glorious new home. 
They were going for a fourth straight win at the 
American Express Community Stadium. 

But they are where they are for a reason and 
they have weaknesses that Jackett’s men couldn’t 
exploit. 

Wolves continue to show admirable spirit and 
commitment, decent quality on the ball and an 
ability to keep possession. 

And in Benik Afobe, they have a top-quality 
striker with a bit of everything to terrorise de¬ 
fences at this level. 

They may yet reach the play-offs - and if they 
don’t, it won’t be for lack of effort. 

Fighting 

But with so many teams fighting for a top six 
spot, the whole package doesn’t convince you that 
they will clinch a second successive promotion. 

To do that, they really needed to have put to 
bed a very ordinary looking Brighton side that 
look a toothless team in transition. 

The loan window closes tonight and Wolves’ ac¬ 
tivity in the transfer market will provide further 
evidence as to how serious their intentions are. 

The common feeling is that an experienced 
head in midfield, perhaps a warrior leader type 
in the mould of Alex Rae or Paul Ince - if such a 
player still exists - would go a long way towards 
helping their bid. 

Because for all the good examples set by senior 
players Richard Stearman and Dave Edwards - 
and in terms of age and games throw in 26-year- 
olds Bakary Sako and Kevin McDonald - they 
lack a real leader on the pitch to help what is still 
a young and inexperienced side. 

After a second successive draw on Saturday, 
Jackett called for an extra five per cent from his 
players. A midfield general in the manner of Rae 


or Ince would surely garner that, or at least help 
them get towards it. 

For a team with promotion ambitions, Wolves 
still seem to be too ‘safe’ in their play at times. 
While they have the pace and potential to be dev¬ 
astating on the break - as they showed chiefly 
in the heavy wins against Huddersfield and 
Rotherham - they lack the ability to move the 
ball quickly enough ‘through the lines’ on a con¬ 
sistent basis. 

This allows the opposition to get back into 
shape, and by the time the cross comes in, Wolves 
are outnumbered in attack. 

It was Dicko who brilliantly teed up Sako for 
the goal bound shot at the death that Stearman 


later claimed brought a “world-class” save from 
David Stockdale. 

And with two home games, you get the feeling 
Dicko must play a greater role if Wolves are to 
keep up their challenge, certainly if he shows the 
hungry form he displayed at Brighton. 

Dicko arrived in time for Rajiv Van La Parra’s 
first League goal, a cross fumbled into the net 
by Stockdale four minutes after Bruno Saltor’s 
70th-minute opener. 

Brighton’s goal saw the first goalkeeping error 
of the afternoon when Tomasz Kuszczak allowed 
the shot to drift under his body on his first play¬ 
ing return to Brighton since leaving last May. 

But a draw was a fair result. 


Ricketts may 
be heading 
to Sky Blues 

WOLVES club captain Sam Ricketts 
could be on the verge of joining Coven¬ 
try City. 

The Sky Blues have approached 
Wolves with a view to taking the 33-year- 
old defender on loan. 

Ricketts, who has recently been using 
his vast experience to coach the first- 
team defenders, is out of contract this 
summer and has been made available 
for loan by head coach Kenny Jackett. 

The former Swansea, Hull and Bolton 
man, who has 52 Wales caps, said last 
week he needed to move on for the sake 
of his international career. 

Jackett said: “There’s been interest 
(from Coventry). Last week they phoned 
about him but nothing’s been done 
about it at the moment. 

I don’t know what’s 
going to happen but they’ve made an 
enquiry.

“He’s played well and helped the 
young players and he’s done a lot of 
coaching with the defenders on a day to 
day basis in recent weeks. 

“Sam’s choices are does he continue 
playing as long as possible or does he go 
into a coaching career? 

“I don’t know what Sam’s decision is. 
If he decides to pursue it then the club 
will talk finances and the length of time 
but the only thing available at the mo¬ 
ment is an emergency loan anyway.” 

Asked about a potential loan swoop 
for Ricketts, new Coventry boss Tony 
Mowbray said: “I have to say watch this 
space. I’m trying to improve the squad 
and add players to help win these next 
few games.” 

Villa are allocated 
31,000 FA tickets 

VILLA have been handed an allocation 
of 31,799 for their FA Cup semi-final - 
with tickets on sale now. 

The club do not yet know whether 
they will be facing Blackburn or Liver¬ 
pool at Wembley, or indeed which pre¬ 
cise date the tie will take place. 

But supporters will still be able to 
snap up their seats for the big game,
